This called for a security 
pact among 15 nations including 
the United States; the West said 
it would study the proposal but 
would never consent to the p e r­ 
m anen t division of G erm any 
4. The Soviets proposed and the 
West im mediately rejected th at the 
heads of the E ast and West Ger 
m an governm ents he invited to ->it 
down at the G eneva conference ta 
ble. 
It was obvious the conference 
was approaching a showdown over 
the key question of reunifying G er­ 
m a n y and establishing an 
Euro 
pean security treaty. 
Thus far 
all Soviet proposals 
would do aw ay with NATO and 
the Western European I nion—key 
to the W estern defense plan. 
This 
the West refuses to do. 
Soviet m inim um requ irem ents on 
ending the arm s race in the Mid 
die E ast also app eared to be based 
on an unacceptable condition

The suit was filed by attorney 
Luis K utner on behalf of Douglas 
Stephens, 23, form erly of Amarillo, 
Tex., and now a filling station a t­ 
tendant at G rays Lake, III. 
The action charged that Stephens 
was a victim of "faceless, nam e- 
less in fo rm ers" when he w as given 
a discharge as an "u n d esirab le” 
in 1955. 
Stephens, the suit said, was c a p ­ 
tured in K orea and held prisoner 
732 days. 
He was discharged, it said, after 
appearing before an Army board 
of inquiry at Ft. Sheridan, III. 
Stephens was accused of volun­ 
tarily surrendering to the enem y, 
of 
being 
over-friendly 
with his 
captors, 
of 
taking 
p ro paganda 
broadcasts and m aking p ro p a g a n ­ 
da b ro a d c a 'ts for the R eds, 
the 
suit said. 
The action said Stephens pleaded 
innocent, 
and charged th a t 
he 
never faced his accusers, was not 
allowed to hire an attorney and 
was not informed of the charges 
against him.

asked a d eclaratory 
judgm ent from the court expung­ 
ing Stephens’ discharge and giving 
him an honorable one.

BUENOS AIRES, A rgentina—(IP 
D ischarged P ero m sta labor leaders 
called a general strike for m id­ 
night tonight in open challenge to 
the new governm ent which heaped 
further disgrace on their fallen idol 
by stripping o u t'te d P resident Ju a n 
D. Peron of his military ran k and 
honors. 


The nationwide walkout w as call­ 
ed by officials of the G eneral Con­ 
federation of L abor who accused 
the governm ent of President E d u ­ 
ardo Lonardi of reneging on its 
prom ises 
T he CGT, which claim s 
a m em b ership of 6,000,000 was a 
m ainstay of deposed dictator P e r 
nn’s power and offered during the 
last days of his regim e to mobilize 
a civil militia for his defense. 
It w as the second tim e in three 
days that the CGT challenged the 
governm ent. 
The Lonardi govern­ 
ment met the first defiance by d is­ 
missing the officials of the 2.400 
m em b er unions and ordering elec­ 
tion of new union officers within 
four months. 
An 
executive 
decree 
stripped 
Peron of his 
g en eral’s rank for 
conduct unbecom ing an officer in 
his public and private life. 
Peron was roundly criticized for 
his relations with his teenage m is­ 
tress, 16-year-old Nelly Rivas, in 
a report by a m ilitary court of 
honor which exam ined P e ro n ’.' con­ 
duct as an officer. 
The court, m ade up of five g en ­ 
e ra l', found Peron guilty of mi-- 
coaduct and recom m ended he be 
prohibited from wearing an A rgen­

LONDON IP—P rim e Minister S ir 
Anthony E den announced today ho 
is considering moves to alter tho 
ancient Royal M arriage Act so th a t 
future royal lovers would be frco 
of the m arital obstacles th at co n­ 
fronted Princess M argaret. 
Eden gave his views in tne House 
of C om m ons as a backlash of rc- 
j sentm ent built up against the stern 
dictates 
of royal duty 
and th e 
Church of England which m ade n e ­ 
cessary the sacrifices of M a rg a r­ 
et's love for Group Capt. P e te r 
Townsend. 
Asked bv Socialist M. P. M arcus 
Lipton w hether he was considering 
seeking to repeal or am end tho 
1772 law, Eden said: 
"I have had this possibility v e ry 
much in mind. 
"I 
should, 
however, 
w arn 
th e 
House that this act is of concern 
not to the United Kingdom alone, 
but to the C om m onw ealth coun­ 
tries 
of 
which 
H er M ajesty 
is 
Queen. 
“ A m ending legislation could not 
be undertaken here without th eir 
con currence.” 
An Uncertain Future 
The Royal M arriage Act of 1772 
provides that 
all 
descendants of 
King George II m ust have the co n ­ 
sent of the sovereign to m a rry b e ­ 
fore the age of 25. 
After that age. they m ay m a r ry 
by notifying the Privy Council a n d 
then wajt one y e a r before m a r r y ­ 
ing to give P arliam ent a ch ance 
to object. 
Queen Elizabeth could not h a v e 
consented to M arg aret’s m a rria g e 
to Townsend, since as h ead of th e 
C hurch of England she is sw orn 
to uphold its law s—including th ose 
on divorce.

Of GM Policies 


WASHINGTON <I\P> — The Sen- 
ate Monopoly subcommittee will be­ 
gin studying Nov. 8 whether the 
size of General Motors Corp. leads 
lo abuses and restricts competition 
in the auto industry. 
Sen. Joseph C. O’Mahoney (D- 
Wyo), who will preside at the hear­ 
ings, emphasized that the subcom­ 
mittee is conducting a “study” rath­ 
er than an “investigation ” He said 
GM refused an invitation to appear 
when 
other 
auto 
manufacturers 
testified earlier this year 
O’Mahoney said he expects the 
hearings on General Motors, the 
w orlds largest company, to run 
three or four weeks. 
He said it 
will deal with the corporate struc­ 
ture, policies, practices and oper 
ations of the firm. 
Ile said the subcommittee is par­ 
ticularly interested in determining 
whether: 
1 The scope of GM’s operations 
is “Ihe result primarily of superior 
efficiency and competitive skill.” 
2 “The great power associated 


with its size and scope, however 
achieved, carries with it the oppor 
tunity for abuse.” 
3. “The very magnitude of the 
corporation makes competition al­ 
most impossible.” 
O’Mahoney said “General Motor ; 
occupies a dominant position in in 
dustrial America” because there is 
no state or community which is not 
affected to some degree by its op 
erations and policies. 
The senator said the auto indus 
try takes in some 30 billion dollars 
a year from consumers alone, con­ 
sumes about one fifth of all domes 
tic steel output, uses more glass, 
copper, zinc, lead than any other 
industry and is the best customer 
of numerous other industries.
